thems-lves on our notice ; and when, too, our

| great mass of literary rubbish, which lives but 





pose, we cannot but feel a degree of reluct- 
ance, and an apprehension of disturbing the 
complacency of our readers, in inviting their 
attention to any new work, however interest- 
ing and valuable One prolitic pen—that of 
the wonderful author of the Waverly novels, 
affords such constant employment for the read- 
ing world, and 30 commona topic of conversa- 
tion to all literary circles, that hardly a passing 
word or thought is vouchsafed by the generali- 
ty of readers to any other author. Even the 
muse of Byron, with ull her originality and fas- 
cination, holds but a momentary and divided 
empire over the public mind, for the Caledo- 
dian enchanter stands ever ready with his po- 
tent wand to re-assert his exclusive dominion. 

For a while, indeed, the American novels, 
the Spy and Pioneers, were So fortunate as to 
attract the public attention, tu receive a rapid 
and extensive sale, and even to be pronounced 
by their patriotic admirers the successful rivals 
of the novels just mentioned ; but, if this was 
not rather the homage of the heart than of the 
head, still we have fears that the same propl- 
tious fortune will not attend all American 
works of equal merit. Some beautiful poems, 
we know, have long been unhonored and ap- 
parently unknown ; and among them, we may 
name an unobtrusive little volume, by an ex- 
cellent scholar formerly of our own state. 

'n this state of public feeling and opinion we 
do not wonder that the author of the volume,

following instance worthy of a place in your 
useful collection, you are at liberty to insert it. 

“ When I was a boy about 13 years of age, 
my father sent me into a field to mow some 
briars. I had not been long employed, till | 
discovered a large rattle-snake, and looked 
round for something to kill him ; but not read- 
ily discovering a weapon, my curiosity led me 
io view him.

British: industry, imperfect experiments aud confined 
views were urged against the principle of its construc-

ations of the world. ay 

Most of these grounds of opposition have been now 
removed by direct experiment. Mr. Perkins’s engine 
is actually at work. Its operations have been witness- 
ed and minutely examined by cugineers and philoso- 
phers of all kinds ; and the most unreasonable sceptics 
have been compelled to acknowledge the justness of its 
principles, as well as the energy of its operation. the 
active and inventive ind of Mr. Perkins; however, 
did not remain satisfied with this experiment.

When we consider the 
enormous capital which is at present embodied in 
Great Britain, in the substantial form of steam engines 
and the admirable e!egance and skill with which t' ese 
noble machines inpel and regulate the vast population 
of wheels and pitions over which they reign, we teel 
as if some vast innovation were proposed upon our @s- 
tablished usages, by the introduction of Mr. Perkin’s 
engine. The very idea that these potentates of the 
mechanical world ehould be displaced from their 
thrones ; that their strong holds should be dismautled ; 
their palaces demolishcd, ana their whole aifairs plac- 
ed under a more economical management, is somewhat 
startling to those who dread change, and admire insti- 


tutions that both work and wear well. Mr. og
